v ersal mo ther. 
Father Kerr, as he was familiarly 
kn o wn an d called by tho se who kn ew 
him best, was bo rn in Bro wn co u n ty , 
Ohio , an d had ju st p assed his eighty - 
sev en th birthday . 
He was married 
n ear the p lace o f his birth to Eliza 
Pierce in 18 4 0, who se death o ccu rred 
in 19 03 . 
Mr. Kerr an d family re­ 
mo v ed to this city fro m Green co u n ­ 
ty , Ohio , in 18 8 4 , an d hav e liv ed here 
sin ce. 
Deceased is su rv iv ed by o n e 
so n , R. F. Kerr, o f Cedarv ille, Ohio , 
an d two dau ghters, who made their 
ho me with their father. 
Few men in the city ho ld the warm 
p lace in the hearts o f the residen ts 
which Mr. Kerr gain ed by an ex em­ 
p lary Christian life an d o n e that will 
p ro v e a great legacy fo r the children 
to lo n g remember an d cherish. 
He 
can tru ly be called o n e o f the gran d 
o ld men —a Go d-fearin g man , highly 
resp ected by all who kn ew him. 
Mr. Kerr was o n e o f the p illars o f 
the Un ited Presby terian chn rch here 
an d did n au ch to ward bu ildin g u p a 
large co n gregatio n an d later a n ew 
edifice that will liv e as a mo n u men t 
to him, Dav id Graham an d a few o th­ 
ers.

tient’s condition has been satisfactory 
since the operation. 
It is l>eliev ed tha t the u se of this 
apparatu s w ill open u p a wide field In 
su rgery of the thorax . 
Up lo this 
tim e m any operations in the thorax 
hav e been difficu lt to perform and oth­ 
ers impossible, ow ing to the fact tha t 
as soon as the cav ity of the thorax 
was opened the atm ospheric pressu re 
collapsed 
the

and 
breathing 
stopped. 
The apparatu s u sed, w hich is afte r 
the models of Professor Sau erbru ch 
to a degree, consists of two cham bers 
w ith a door betw een the cham bers 
and a door from tlie sm aller cham ber 
to the ou ter air. The cham bers are 
lined w ith ru bber. 
To them ru n air 
pipes and v alv es from a com pressor 
ru n by a motor. 
The operating table is arranged so 
tha t the patient lies ou tside the main 
cham ber w ith his head w ithin it.

SIM PLE WAY TO FROST GLASS. 


Paris, April 26.—A French chem­ 
ist has discovered a very simple and 
easy way to frost g lass. The method 
is to cower a tumbler or bottle or 
other g lass 
object 
with 
a 
thin, 
smoothe and thoroug hly laid on cov­ 
ering of g lue. 
Either very 
g ood 
cabinetmaker’s g lue or fish g lue will 
serve perfectly . 
The only care that 
mast be taken is to see that there 
are no air bubbles in hte g lue after it 
has been applied and that the coat­ 
ing is uniform and of even thickness 
over the entire article. 
Glue thus applied to g lass sticks 
to it very tig htly . Then it beg ins to 
contract as it dries. 
Now, its tig ht 
hold on the g lass prevents the lay ­ 
ers of g lue from contracting with­ 
out pulling at the g lass, and thus, 
little by 
little, the 
g lue 
slits and 
splits tiny frag ments from the sur­ 
face of the g la-ss. 
If certan salts are added to the 
g lue the effect is still more beauti­ 
ful because then the splitting of the 
tiny frag ments is done in such a 
manner that the result forms a per­ 
fect resemblance to a frosted win­ 
dow’ pane. A g lass tumbler or flask 
so treated becomes a beautiful orna­ 
ment to the room or the g lass cabi­ 
net.

cases against nu merou s men in pu blic 
life and priv ate bu siness. 
His method of handling a frau d was 
illu strated in the case of a northw est­ 
ern lu mber ring, which conniv ed to­ 
gether to pu t in bids for some Indian 
timber adv ertised for sale at the high­ 
est obtainable price. Certified check s, 
of cou rse, accompanied all the bids. 
When the award was abou t to be 
made Mr. Hitchcock scented something 
wrong and decided to mak e an inv es­ 
tigation and see whether there had 
been u nlawfu l collu sion between the 
bidders. 
The highest bidder began to 
sq u irm.
